pate in the “Education Day” 
exercises for the schools of 
Coffee County. School chil- 
dren, teachers, trustees, pat- 
rons, and visitors from other 
counties in great numbers at- 
tended. Coffee County ‘has 
10,000 white school children, 
and they were very much in 
evidence here Friday.

during the year. A heavy 
downpour of rain began early 
but did not dampen the enthu- 
siasm of the crowd. 

Following the parade, a pro- 
gram was carried out in the au- 
ditorium of the city school 
building consisting of several 
musical numbers by the Elba 
Music Study © Club, — short 
speeches by Prof. B. H. Boyd 
of the Elba schools, and Rev.

A feautre of the day which 
proved of considerable interest 
to the people was the exhibits 
of work done in the schools of 
the county. The new high 
school building was filled with 
displays of work done in the 
schools this year, There was 
samples of sewing, crocheting, 
basketry, patching, rug weavy- 
ing, dress making, drawing, 
map making, manuel training 
articles, written work, clay 
modeling, and many other 
things, 

The suecess of the day and 
the progress of the schools as 
shown by the exhibits is held 
due to the work done by the 
teachers of the county during 
the year and the policies of the 
county board of education.
